Piggott’s Comp'ete Collapse.

LONDOS, February 2%3.—The Freeman's Jour- 
nal on Saturday last predicted that a scene 
was coming in the Farnell investigation that 
would be the most sensational on record ; that 
the spy, informer and purchaser of false tes.

Com- 
ing after the cool, glib and undisturbed 
testimony of Le Caron, the failure of Piggott 
was all the more startiing and helpless. The 
man was struck dumb by the bolt die fell 
on the first day of nis cross-examination.

A GREAT REPUTATION GONE. 

Whatever Piggott may bave feit, that com- 
bination of man known as the ‘‘editor of the 
Times, must bave suffered most, as the great 
superstructure of fraud which had been so 
laboriously, passionately, and perhaps inno- 
cently raised, crumbied at their fect. 
The prestige of the ‘‘Thunderer’’ bas gone. Its 
authority no longer prevalis among men. 
Englishmen to whom the opinions of that 
journal were law, wonder how it could have 
entered on such a crusade with so little refiec- 
tion, so shallow an examination of the evi- 
dence, so complete a surrender to the blind 
passion of the moment. It is regarded as a 
discredit to journalism that the charges 
of crime against men, calculated to 
ruin not only them, but their cause 
and their country’s hopes, should have 
been made without an attempt to look inte 
their truth or to question the antecedents and 
motives of the base tools which were em- 


ployed. 
WHAT WILL FOLLOW. 

The consequences of the catastrophe, how- 
ever, go much further. They affect the Gov- 
ernment, which bas practically identified it- 
self with the prosecution brought by the 
Times. It furnished an Attorney-General to 
conduct the case. It has assisted him witt ite 
vast resources in procuring evidence. Its 
agents have ransacked both sides of the At- 
lantic. Its professional spies, in its pay, have 
been active for the cause. The Government 
has stood by the Times; it may fall with it.

After referring to the memorial to Mr. Giad- 
stone, which Gen. Hurrison signed recently, 
Mr. Carew said: Long before Gen. Harrison 
was acandidate for the Presidency be bad 
given clear and unmistakabie expression to 
his opinion regarding Ireland. Mr. Carew 
then read the following extract from the In- 
dianapolis speech: ‘‘Iam not hereto discuss 
particular measures of relief for Ireland; I 
am not here to suggest that legisiation should 
take thie or that precise form, but all here will 
at least agree that it should be progress- 
lve in the direction of a more 
liberal government for Ireland than she now 
bes. Weare not here to suggest to Great 
Britain that she shall concede Irish independ- 
ence. The disintegration of nations is seldom 

ccom plished by legislative enactment, When 

hat comes it comes asthe fruit and result of 
successful revolution, We are here simply to 
say that, in our opinion, as American citie 
gens, what Ireland needs is not coercion, not 
the constable, not the soldier with musket 
aud bayonet, but liberal 
emancipate ber people from the results of 
long centuries of misgovernment, and that 
when this British ministry starts in the 
direction of coercion and postpones 
suggestions for reform untila coercion bill 
bas been enacted by Parliament, it is travel- 
ing in a wrong direction. It is not possibile in 
this age of the world to govern a people as 
numerous and inhabiting «a country of such 
extent as Ireland by coercion. The period in 
the world’s bistory when men might be gov- 
erned by force, their inclinations coerced, 
their aspirations for participation in govern- 
ment suppressed, bas pussed away forever. 
More and more the American idea that gov- 
erament rests upon the consent of the gov- 
erned is making ite way in the worid.’’ 

Mr. Carew sald that on another occasion 
Gen. Harrison said: It is gratifying to 
know that Irishmen can make a quiet but 
unyielding opposition to oppression by par- 
liamentary metbods. I would rather be Will- 
iam O’Brien in Tullamore Jail, a martyr to 
free speech, than the Lord Lieutenant in Dub- 
lin Oastie.’’ These extracts, which were 
brought to Mr. Carew’s notice a short time 
since, have deen printed in pamphbiet form 
and distributed widely. They exerted no lit- 
tle influence upon the electors in Perthshire, 
where Mr. Carew was arrested, and will be 
made use of in future parliamentary contests.

It belongs to Thibet, 
but by an arrangement it is governed by the 
Rajah of Sikkim, who spends part of the year 


Indian military officers state that a British 
advance should not extend beyond Choombi, 
and it is clear that an expedition through the 
Himalayas to Lhassa is not to be thought of. 
2 THE SACRED CITY OF THIBET 
is about fifteen days’ journey from Choombi, 
which means perhaps six weeks for an army, 
and in London military circles there is a de- 
cided feeling against sending the present in- 
adequate British force in Sikkim to enter the 
most difficult country in the world, nearly two 
months’ journey from supplies, especially as 
it is plain China will aid the Thibetans.

THE TROUBLES IN COREA. 


China Will Take Steps to Bring About an 
Earty Settlement. | 

Speeial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lobo, February B. —An attache of the 
British foreign office states that information 
has reached London that after the marriage 
festivities of the Emperor of China are over 
the Chinese government purpose taking a 
short method of sttling the difficulties in 
Corea. The King will be deposed and the 
country put under a Chinese viceroy, the 
name of the Marquis Tseng, the late minister 
to Great Britain, being mentioned for that 
post. A treaty between China and Japan 
signed in 1885 provided that neither country 
should send an armed force into Corea without 
the consent of the other and therefore 
Japanese consent would be necessary in order 
to carry out such a poli@y It is certain the 
present situation in Corea is excessively gall- 
ing to China, and that she will seek every 
means to put down the intrigues which are di- 
rected toward getting tor the King a position 
of complete independence. Encouraged by his 
American Prime Minister, Judge Denny, he 
denies that he owes any duty to China beyond 
that of a mere friendly neighbor. The Chinese 
claim that the King is their vassal, and that 
his country is a‘ ‘State protected by the dragon 
throne.’’ And it seems probable that it will 
have a violent ending.

The Art Exhibition—Statue of Emperor Will.

A ONE-ROUND CONTEST BRTWEEN LACK 
BURN AND CHANDLER. 


The Latter’s Sneers Resented by the Stal- 
wart Kentuckian—The New Hampshire 
Mans Ear Almost Wrenched From His 
Head—Efferts on All Sides to Keep the 
Matter Quiet—What Mutual Friends Say 
of the Affair.

The interest which 
the report excited and the curiosity to learn 
the fullest details of the encounter, and if 
possible to catch a glimpse of the distin- 
guished combatants, were such thatthe gal- 
leries of the Senate were crowded to-day as 
only happens when there is some- 
thing unusually interesting afoot. 
The people whose curiosity took 
them to the Senate were not entirely 
disappointed. It was difficult to get any fuller 
details than your correspondent sent to the 
POsST-DISPATCH this morning, but in lieu of 
additional information the people were satis- 
fied to got a look at the distinguished Sena- 
tors. 

When the Senate met at ER o’clock the two 
heroes of the affray promptly presented them- 
seives. Senator Biackburn—big, burly and 
seli-reliant—sat down at his usual desk all by 
himself, attended to his own business, and 
aid not seem to de looking for conso- 
lation from any of his colleagues. 
Senator Chandler, on the other side 
of the chamber, crouched as close up 
to Senator Hoer as he could possibly get and 
engaged in a conversation which was evi- 
dentiy of a confidential character. From 


Senat cer Hoar he to other Senators on 
that side of the chamber seeking sympathy 
from each as the bee sips honey from the 
flower. 

COUNCIL OF WAR. 

Very soon there there was a sort of council 
of war beid between Senator Chandler and 
Senators Cullom and Platt, the other two 
Repulican members of the Committee on 
Indian Traderships in whose room and in 
whose presence tue ‘‘scrap’’ occurred. The 
conversation between those three Senators 
was animated and earnest. Just what the 
purport of it was, eould only be guessed by 
the spectators in the gallery and could not be 
learned from any of the Senators themselves 
because they made ita point all along to de- 
cline to discuss the matier. When approached 
and questioned On the subject they all pooh- 
poohed it and made light of itas much as 
p ssible, but their efforts met with only in 
different success. They did not attempt to 
deny that there had been a serious 
disagreement, to — 5 the least, between the 
Senator from kentuo y and the Senator from 
New Ham ire, and they could not discredit 
or throw doubt upon the report printed in the 
POsT- DISPATCH because in one way or another 
the main facts of the case had been too gener- 
ally kpown and too well establisned.

Chandier, it was thought, would endeavor to 
bring down upon the head of his antagonist 
some sortofa rebuke from the .Senate and 
the consultation between bimself and his two 
Republican colleagues on the Committee of 
Indian Tradersbips were interpreted to sig- 
nify that some such project as that was in 
preparation. From consulting in the the Sen- 
ate chamber, they retired tothe room of the 
Committee On Judiciary, where they locked 
themselves in and where they had the benefit 
of the sage advice of Senator Edmunds and 
other members of that wise committee. The 
advice of Senator Edmunds seems to have 
been of a pacific character, forthe day passed 
and the Senate adjourned without any public 
mention of the matter having been made 
either by Senator Chandler or any other Sena- 


tor. 

There is no doubt that Senator Chandler de- 
sired to yindicate bimeeif in a statement either 
to be made publicly in the Senute or to be fur- 
nished to the press’ for publication. One 
of the first things he dia when 
he met Senators ullom and Platt in 
the Chamber was to present them with a 
type- written pa r, to which they were in- 
vited to sign theirsignatures. Just what that 
pa contained could not be found out, for 
subsequent consultation between the Senators 
resulted in a sion either to suppress or 
postpone the lication of it.

HOW THE TROUBLE AROSE. 

Senator Chandier, as is well known, is a 
little man, physicaily as well as otherwise, 
and, like ifttie things generally, is extremely 
tantalizing. His favorite occupation is de- 
nouncing and abusing and sneering at every- 
body and everything connected in any way 
with the Southern States. In all big, public 
acts there never happened to be one that is 
not Intended to wound or offend somebody. 
He seems to stady to make himself disayree- 
able. He is generally regarded as the most 
tantalizing and disagreeable man in public 
life and, while spending his days in trying to 
stir up bad biood, he has never shown 
the courage to take any part in the 
fight which be is so assiduous in raising. His 
conduct of the investigation relating to the 
Indian traderships bas been conducted, if 
possible, in a more offensive spirit than his 
attacks on Southern elections. 

At last the time came when Senator Black 
burn’s patience and forbearance gave way. 
Senator Chandiler’s msolenee in Som itte 
yesterday forenoon was such that Blackburn 
could not resigt the impulse to characterize it 
in plain and forcible language. Those 
who remember the Senator's denunciation 
of Judge Rucker s conduct last November 
wil! not require to be told that he is a plain 
talker.

murder of Judge A. M. 
Pulliam, which was 
. begun this week at 
Brandenburg and will 
be continued in Au- 
gust, bias fair to be 
the most memorable 
in Kentucky in the 
— later half of the our - 
rent decade. Over a hundred witnesses have 
been summoned, and the leading criminal 
lawyers of this section are employed on either 
side. At the proceedings Tuesday the case 
was postponed on account of the absence 
of witnesses for the defense, but a great deal 
of evidence, including Pulliam’s own state- 
ment, was brought out on a motion for bail. 
The motion was denied and Pulliam was re- 
turned here for safe keeping. It is regarded 
as undesirable to keep him at home for fear 
of attempted violence. 
Pulliam was County Judge of Breckenridge 
County with his office at Hardinsburg. He 
had the respect and confidence of the com- 
munity, having been chosen for his honorable 
office, though a Repubiican, by Democratic 
votes. On July 6, 1888, he invited into his 
office in the Court-house James Miller, an old 
and personal friend. Two minutes later shots 
were heard and a crowd rushing in found Mil- 
ler in the throes of death, and over bim Pull- 
iam standing with'a smoking pistol in his 
hand. 

On tbe floor, with Miller's spectacles lying at 
the side, was picked up a paper which is a 
most important factor in the case. It was in 
Judge Pulliam’s ,hbandwriting, and was pro- 
duced in court. 

The damnabie document is as follows: 

„An agreement and compromise between 
James Milier and A. M. Pulliam. Know all 
men by these presents, whereas there has 
been improper conduct upon the part of my- 
self and Mollie 8. Pulliam, wife of said A. M. 
Pulliam, which criminally implicates me; now, 
therefore, in order to satisfy the said A. M. 
Pulliam and to recompense bim for the in 
jury I‘have done him and his family, I have 
this day executed to the order of, said A. N. 
Pulliam my checks and notes to the amount of 
$5,000 as a full and complete compromise, 


which I consider no more than right and just, 
and 1 this with my own free will this July 


—, 1888.

There was great excitement as the news 
spread and almost universe condemnation of 
Pulliauyx Then it was discovered that he bad

Hardinsburg is a small town in the interior, 
about forty miles west of Louisville, and 
neither on railroad nor river.

His defense will be emotional insanity with 
ustification. The story upon which he bases

Tuesday is as follows: 

On July 3 I started to Owensboro on busi- 
ness. Aboard I met George Jolly, who told me 
that it was useless to go until after the wheat 
harvest. Ithen concluded to go to Cannellton 
and epend the Fourth. I returned to Hardins- 
orn the next day, reaching there between 12 
and 1 o’clock. I went to my office and re- 
mained there until 3 or 4 o’clock, when I 


went to the store of my sister, Mrs. 
Cody. She called me to the rear 
art, and said she bad news for me. I then 


e ed from her that Taylor Scott had seen 
Miller and my wife in an actof adultery. I 
questioned her fully about it, and was con- 
vinced of the truth of the story. When I left 
she called me back, and made me promise 
not to get into trouble. I borrowed a horse 
at once and went to see Taylor Scott to in- 
vestigate the matter fully. He confirmed my 
Sisters statement, and after questioning 
him fully, I became fully satisfied of my 
wife’s infidelity. Some past circum.- 
stances which had aroused my suspicions 
came to my mind and further strengthened 
my conviction. I returned to Hardinsburg 
very much troubied and distressed. I felt it 
my duty to kill the man. Ididn’t see how I 
could live under the load otherwise. I went 
to my office and got my pisto!. Ithen looked 
around for the fellow, but could not find him. 
I went home to supper but could not eat. 
After the meal I went back to my office and 
put the pistolaway. Iwas afraid of myself 
With it at home. Iremainedin town a sbort 
time, and went homecariy. Feelings I can’t 
Gescribe came over me. I felt that if all the 
troubles of my past life had come on me at 
once they would have been as naught com- 
pared with this. I said but little to my wife 
about it. I-didn’t want to raise any excitement. 
I asked her if she had been anywhere on the 
Fourth. She said yes, out at her mother’s. I 
asked her if she had been anywhere else. She 
said no, and asked me why I questioned her. 
I put her off by saying that being away myself 
on thatdayI had been thinking about her. 
She retired to ber room, butI remained up. 
There was no sleep for my eyes, I was feeling 
so bad, broke up and distressed. I was afraid 
my wife or some of my children would come 
in and notice my excitement and grief, and I 
went out into the yard. I was in such a frame 
of mind I felt I needed a higher power to guide 
me, and I prayed. [then returned to my.room. 
My wife came in and asked me what was the 
matter. I said, ‘Oh, nothing much, and 
she went back to bed. I lay down on 
the sofa in my room, not to sleep, but to 
think. The matter so distressed me that I 
afterwards tried to get it off of my mind but 
couldn’t. Something kept saying I ought to 
kill the man and avenge my honor. Then a 
second voice seemed to speak to me. It argued 
that I ought not to expose my children to sat- 
isfy my own feelings of revenge. The thought 
then oecurred to me that I might be able to 
t out of the matter without an exposure. The 
dea of selling out and going away where my 
disgrace could not taunt me then presented it- 
self. And right nere it occurred to me that Mil- 
ler would be willing to help me pay my debts 
and take my children away. I could not live 
there. I knew that the matter would become 
a public scandal soon. Then I thought about 
going out to my wife’s mother’s in the morn- 
ing and talk it over with ner, but when morn- 
ing came 1 didn’t go. I went to my office still 
ondering over my troubles and returned 
ome for breakfast. After breakfast I again 
went tomy office. Ihad been there only a 
few minutes when Mr. Heston came in. I 
told him allabout my troubles. He said he 
had met Miller on that day coming from the 
farm and later my wife and sister comin 
from the same direction. Here was addi- 
tional proof, if necessary.

W. M. SRYANT’S LECTURE. 


Two of the Greatest Works in the History ef 
Painting Compared. 


Mr. William M. Bryant’s eighth lecture in 
his course on art was delivered yesterday. His 
subject was a comparison of Sevastian Del 
Piombo’s “Raising of Laar with 
Mapneel’s **Transfiguration of Christ.“ The 
lecture in substance wag as follows: 

Our theme to-day is the comparison of two 


of the atest works inthe history of paint 
ing. Each represents an especially signifi- 
cant fact in the typical life of the world. The 
one emphasizes the intellectual aspect of that 
life; the other emphasizes the moral aspect. 
The one exhibits the Intense Drilliancy of the 
higher phases of rational exposition in which 
few can directiy participate. The other pre- 
sents to view the practical resnits of a divinely 
ordered life, these results reaching out to 
and in greater or less degree affecting the 
whole worid. 

One can hardly avoid asking: What are the 
conditions ne to the development of 
such a life! In tracing the significance of the 
‘*Flight Into Kaypt, as exhibited in art, we 
found intimations of the ideally perfect home 
as one of these conditions. In Duerer’s rep- 
resentation of the repose in pt we saw the 
beautiful angels of order and method in the 
work of reconstitut! a world apparently 
falling into ruins. Besides these there were 
the more matured angels of motherly solici- 
tude watching over the development of a new- 
ly-created soul. 


If now we turn to the genealogy 
of this one personage upon whom the 
attention of the world as ever since 


been more and more eagerly directed we find 
this significant intimation: He is the heir of 
all the noblest qualities of his race. He is the 
descendant of the wise Solomon; of David, 
the poet king; of Israel, the founder of the 
nation; of Adam, tbe son of God. In his 
nature there is exhibited the interfusion of 
reflection, wisdom and poetic insight, with 
the fullest appreciation’ of the necessity of an 
organically constituted social world, all pro- 
ceeding trom one unchangeable divine source. 

For centuries his people had been struggling 
upward out of the lower forms of nature- 


worship into the worship of a spiritu- 
al divinity. Well might such a peo- 
ple call itself Israel and attribute 


its origin to a man who at first indeed 
is rightly named Jacob, or Deceiver, but who 
emerges at length into a state in which hie 
whole life is concentrated in one prolonged 
search after hisown essential relation to the 
divine, and from the beginning of which 
state therefore he is rightly named Israel 
he who strives with God. 

The Christ-child is the inheritor of this great 
struggle, and precisely because he proved 
faithful to his sublime inheritance has he be- 
come the central personage in the history of 
the world. 

Scarcely had he passed beyond childhood 
when he was found contendl successfully 
with the doctors of the law in the temple. 
And yet afterward when in his maturity his 
teaching was beginning to be looked upon as 
a dangerous hereay the same Official class in- 
sisted that since he had not been taught in 
the conventionalities of their schools his wis- 
dom could only be of a superficial nature.

The Cutting of Timber on the Chippewas 
Reservation Regulated to the Advantage 
of the Indian—The Old Method a One- 
Sided Contract— Provision Made to 
Guard Against Trespassers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaToH. 
ASHINGTON, D. O., Feb- 
ruary 23.—The Secretary of 
the Interior sent to the Sen- 
ate to-day, in response to a 
resolution of February 6, a 
letter concerning the cut- 
ting of timber on the Chip- 
pewa Indian Reservation, 
within the La Pointe Agen- 
cy, during the present win- 
ter. The Secretary trans- 
mitted copies of four com- 
munications addressed to 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, which ne 
says contain all orders given by him to au- 
thorize the cutting of this timber. He also 
submits an extended statement of his reasons 
for issuing the orders. 

March 18, 1888, he received a letter from the 
special Senate Committee suggesting that or - 
ders be given to stop immediately the cutting 
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of trees on the reservation under 
contracts with the Indians, Having 
entered on the duties of his office 


less than two months before, the Secretary 
was ingnorant of the facts in the case and he 
acted on the suggestion of the committee. 
Later inquiries dnd refiection have satisfied 
him that the order made was a mistake and 
imposed waste and loss on both Indians and 
contractors. It left unfinished operations 
which would have better been finished then 
and which had to be completed afterward to 
relieve contractors against loss. For this 
reason authority was afterwards given to re- 
sume cutting. The Secretary then submits in 
detail the facts and grounds for this conclu- 
sion. 

The right to sell pine timber is derived by 
these Indians from the fact that under the 
treaty of September 30, 1654, with the Chip- 
pewas allotments of eighty acres each have 
been made to various members of the tribes 
and lands therein designated to whom, under 
order of the President, patents. have been is- 
sued concerning the fee title, subject only to 
the restriction that the patentee ‘‘and his 
heirs shall not sell, lease, or in any manner 
alienate’’ the land patented without the con- 
sent of the President. 

As to the extent of cutting and disposing of 
the timber, this consent has been given 
through regulations which appear to have 
been first adopted by the department in 1882, 
and under which logging operations have 
been carried on every year since. When the 
timber has once been removed from the land 
the secretary says it indisputably belongs to 
the Indian. 

The mode of sale was provided by the regu- 
lations, and the only supervision required 


concerned the price paid and the 
sufficiency of the security for pay- 
ment. The determination of the price 
depends on local conditions, and this 


has led to the usage ofrelying On the agents’ 
approval of contracts ins of submitting 
the contracts to the Indian Commissioner for 
his approval. 

The contract by its terms provided simply 
that the Indian to whom a certain tract there- 
in described had been patented agreed to cut, 
in a good and merchantable manner, a certain 
amount of timber, more or less, and deliver it 
on the bank of a river named for «a 
price, payment to be made on 
each delivery. This contract, the Secretary 
says, was delusive. it 
that it could be 
terms. The Indian could never execute it 
directly, and yet it fmposed on him the risk 
and sometimes the reality and fa to 
secure the value of the pine timber on the 
land. 

The Sec then explains at length the 
method of logging to show that the contractor 
really does the work and charges its cost to 
the Indian. The Indian, therefore, bears all 
risks of poor management, accident, etc. 
Freed from these risks the logger is under a 
less incentive to thrift and industry. 

The Secretary disapproves of the regulation 
which requires Indian labor in the lumber 
camps, because through their own laziness 
and willfulnmess the Indians become the 
sufferers under this 
better rule, de Suggests, 
be to have Indian labor employed whenever it 
could be done fairly and without disadvant- 
age. When cutting was stopped last March, 
the Secretary says there was no reason 
for the suspension which would not apply to 
every case of similar contracting during pre- 
vious years. 

Concerning contracts made by Indians 
whose ullotment had not been approved by 
the President, the Secretary says, that while 
this has been suffered in past years,none such 
has been allowed this winter. The fact that 
there was a greater number of contracts en- 
tered into last winter than before is due, 
the Secretary says, to the recent develop- 
ment of the region. Besides, he believes 
it an advantage to the Indians to have 
their lands cleared for oi ayy So uses. 
No contracts have been made, 
says, except in modification of these previ- 
ously existing and the form of the amendment 
was such that the Indian was made secure of 
the r value of his pine lands while re- 
taining all the rights before possessed and the 
title of the logs was heid to him in full pay- 
ment. 

The department also dispensed with the 
regulation requiring one-fourth of the pine 
timber on each allotment to be reserved. The 
Secretary says that the white pine trees left on 
the reservation answer all the purposes 
for which this one-fourth was to have 
been reserved. Late in January the Secretary 
says that he was advised that work had been 
suspended because the Commissioner had not 
approved the contracts, and this delay was 
due to ignorance of the sufficiency of the 

rices. The Secretary believes it would have 

n better to have provided that if the con- 
tractor should submitto take the risk, work 
should proceed subject to the Commissioner’s 
modification of the price on approval. Tue 
circumstances render it too late to 
impose the requirement thas the 
contracts be approved by the Commissioner. 
These, the Secretary says, are among the rea 
sons which governed the issuance orders 
for a resumption of the timber cutting. Every

HARASSED MILLIONAIRES. 


Rich Ohio Capitalists Leaving the State to 
Escape the Tax-Gatherer. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPraTcu. 

OLEVELAND, O., February 23.—There is a 
strong probability that within the ensuing few 
months quite a number ofthe millionaires of 
this city will imitate John D. Rockefelier and 
Oliver H. Payne, shake the dust of Ohio from 
their feet, and take up their residence in New 
York. This is not because of Martin A. 
Foran’s formal notice in the newspapers 


that hereafter the millionaires must take a 
back seat in Ohio politics. It is all owing to a 
matter oftaxes. The tax system of Ohio has 
been notoriously loose and imperfect as re- 
gards the listing of personal property. 
Enormous quantities of it have been system- 
atically concealed from the Assessors. Three 
years ago the General Assembly passed a law 
authorizing boards of County Commissioners 
to contract with detectives to ferret out this 
concealed property. When discovered it is 
charged with back taxes for six years, and the 
detectives are paid 2 per cent of the gross 
amount collected. The County Commission 
ers bere contracted with Cincinnati detectives 
on this basis, They were expert at the business 
and equeezed over $250,000 out of the modest 
capitalists who had underestimated their assets 
in years past. Haifa dozen men paid tne bulk 
of it: The detectives did not bother about the 
littie feliows. Selah Chamberlain paid $80,000, 
the Wades over $60.000 and others from $5,000

Statistics of Copyright, 1887. 


The following is taken from the annual re- 
port of the Librarian of Congress for 1887, 
which has only been recently issued: 

The large business of the Copyright Office 


again exhibits an increase which runs be- 
yond that of any former year. The busi- 
ness of the calendar year 1886 footed 
up an aggregate of 31,241 copyright 
entries, while that of the calendar year 
1887 exhibits 35,088 entries, an increase of 
8,842 copyrights. The fees received for copy- 
right amounted to $27,916.25, being an increase 
of $2,494.37 over the preceding year. The 
copies of publications deposited to perfect 
copyright aggregated 53,924, being an increase 
of 3,890 over the deposits of the year 1886. 

The following summary exhibits the various 
classes of copyright publications entered in 
the office during 1887, with the aggregate num 
ber of each class:

INCE the ball given at 
the Assembly Rooms 
on the east side 
Broadway above Wall 
street, (New York be-

and magnificence. At 
that ball the members 
of Congress and their 
families were present, 
with the Ministers of 
France and Spain, dis- 
tinguished Generais of 
the army and persons 
eminent in the State. Among the most noted 
ladies were Mrs. Jay, Mrs. Hamilton and Mrs. 
Montgomery,twidow of the hero of Quebec. A 
feature of this occasion was the souvenir pre- 
sented to each lady by the committee of a fan 
made in Paris, the ivory frame containing a 
medallion portrait of Washington in pro- 
file. These fans were presented to 
the ladies as each couple passed 
the receiver of tickets. Washington danced in 
two cotillions and a minuet. Imagine that, 
readers of the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH, the 
stately father of our country exhibiting know!l- 
edge of the feet as well as of the head. Col. 
Stover, in describing the ball, says: 

Few jewels were then worn in the United 
States, but in other respects the costumes 
were rich and beautiful according to the fash- 
ions of the day. One favorite dress was fa 
Plain celestial blue satin gown with a white 
satin petticoat. On the neck was worn a very 
large Italian gauze handkerchief with border 
stripes of satin. The head-dress was a puff of 
gause iu the form ofa globe, the head piece 
of white satin having adoubie wing in large 
piaits with a wreath of artificial roses falling 
from the left. The bair was dressed all over 
in detached curis from which two ranks 
fell on each side of the neck and were re- 
lieved by achignon. Some of the ladies wore 
hats of white satin with plumes and cockades. 
A plain gauze handkerchief was worn on the 
neck, the ends tied on the bodice.

THE LINCOLN BALL. 

St. Louisans in those eafly days seldom went 
to the inaugural festivities, owing to the dif- 
ficult mode of transportation, and perhaps 
the earliest one at which the ladies of this city 
were present was that in the turning point of 
the States, the most notable being sprung 
trom the troublous oreast of war, the inaug- 
ural ball to celebrate Lincoln's ascension to 
the presidential chair. What a brilliant en- 
tertalnment it was! There was wealth, glit- 
ter, lowers, smiles everywhere, and amon 
the fair women none were more beautifu 
than the ladies who were there from St. Louis 
to attend its pleasure and add grace to its 
already gracefu! sphere. 

By tar the prettiest young woman in the 
room was the Hon. Mrs. Rufus J. Lackiand, 
the sogial queen of cultured St. Louis circies. 
She was very young then and wore the pret- 
tiest, most chastely, simpie gown imaginable, 
a pure white slik, fitting her figure perfectly 
and ornamented with calia lilies and violets. 

There is nO woman in this city who has 
spent so much time in Washington as Mrs. 
Lackiand has. Her mother was an ornament 
in the official-social life of Washington, and 
her beautiful daughter was reared in the 
charmed cirecies of that historic place. She 
attended many of the inaugurai balis. 

At this ball Mrs. Thomas Yeatman of St. 
Louis Was one of the most beantiful women in 
the splendid throng. She wore a superb cos- 
tume of white silk made in decollette fashion, 
asdidall the other ladies of that era. She 
wore immensely large hoops and her hair, as 
was that of the others, coiffed high, the 
crimped waves being brushed over cushions

lead to more serious consequences to the vic- 
tim of the error than the designation as neu- 
ralgia, and the treatment accordingly, of pain 
arising from some other source, while, even 
though the sufferer is correct in his 
Giagnosis, there is little ground tor 
hoping that any measure of self- 
treatment which he may adopt will be bene- 
ficial, For, while in one sense of the word 
neuraigia is a disease possessing an identity 
of its own, it is a trouble which arises from a 
variety of causes tending to bring about the 
same abnormal condition. It is in many in- 
stances the result of and the eubjective man- 
featation of some abnormal constitutional 
condition, the cure of which will at once re- 
lieve the neuraigia. This trouble is an example 
of what are termed functional diseases; that 
is, diseases in which the function of organs is 
disturbed, while there is no pathological 
lesion present which can be discovered by 
any means with which we are at present fa- 
miliar. In neuralgia, there isin all probabil- 
ity simply a molecular change in the nerves 
themselves, of such a character as to inter- 
fere with their functions, but of which the 
microscope shows no trace. The name neu- 
ralgia simply implies nerve paln, and 
the sometimes excruciating character of that 
pain is too well known to require 
any minute description. Without any inflam- 
matory change, evidenced by reddening of 
the skin or otherwise, to account for it, pain, 
in all degrees from simple duliness or a sen- 
sation of heaviness in the affected part, to 
occasional paroxisms of intense agony, is felt 
shooting along the course of the nerve trunks, 
while at the same time there is proportionate 
pain felt upon tapping or pressing the affected 
part with the fingers, but generally mitigated 
by firm, steady pressure of the whole hand. 
These pains may be limited to one side 
of the head, as in that peculiar form of head- 
ache known as migraine; or to a certain por- 
tion of the face, in which situation it may be 
mistaken for simple toothache: to one or both 
sides of the chest, where it le apt to be ac- 
companied by that distressing affection known 
as ‘‘shingles,’’ or to certain muscles, par- 


ticularly those of the back, in which 
case it is commonly known as mus 
cular rbeumatism; indeed, it may oc- 
cur in all §=€6portions§)«€of the dody, 
externally or internally, or it may jump from 
one nerve to another, the sufferer finding it 
impossible to exactly locate the seat of the 
pain. Thu isthe purely functional disease, 
and instead of considering it.as an idiopathic 
affection it must be remembered that there is 
always some constitutional abnormality be- 
bind it. The commonly accepted theory 
among the isity is that neuraigic pain fs 
always a manifestation of 

MALARIAL POISONING. 
In many instances this is undoubtedly the 
case, and should always 
if the sufferer lives in 
called malarious districts, 
are some other causes which are fully as im 
portant in the production of this affection ,one 
of them being the condition of general ane- 
mia, a disease in which thereis a deficiency 
either in the whole amount of blood or in its 
principal constituent elements, the red blood 
corpuscles, as a consequence of which all the 
tissues of the body as well as the nerves suf- 
fer from a lack of nourishment. It is in refer- 
ence to the dependence of neuralgia upon 
this cause that a prominent medical authority 
Says: It seems as if pain were the prayer of 
the nerve for healthy biood.’’ 

Another prolific cause of the trouble, and 
one which the female sex should especially 
tuke note of, is lead poisoning, and beyond a 
doubt some of the most distressing and in- 
tractable of the affections under this head 
may be directly traced to those pernicious 
cosmetics and hair dyes in which lead in 
some form is a principal ingredient, and which 
are in use extensively among the weaker sex 
especially and in regard to hair dyes, 
I am sorry to say too 
many men as well. toxie 
effect of lead is sometimes first manifested by 
a peculiar and distressing form of abdominal! 
cramp, which has 1 n known among 
7 — and others, who are especially liable, 

y reason of their occupations, to the intro- 
duction of this agen into the system, as lead 
colic, but which is in reality a neuralgic 
affection. Again, the deleterious effects of 
lead upon the diood are such as 
to cause profound anemia, which in 
itself has already been mentioned as 
a cause ot neuralgia. Sometimes these severe 
neuraigic paroxysms are undoubtedly brought 
about by exposure to cold, especially through 
a current of cold, moist air directed. upon the 
affected part. en are liable to have the 
affection in the form of sciatica, while women 
arg more subject to intercostal neuralgia. In 
fact, anything which debilitates the system, 
predisposes to these attacks upon the integ- 
rity of the nerves. 

There are, however, some other painful at- 
fections which are not, properly speaking, 
functional, notwithstanding the fact that they 
are commonly designated as neuralgias, but 
which arise from some appreciable and local- 
ized morbid condition which must be removed 
before the pain can be relieved. The patho- 
logival lesion which gives rise to this form of 
the trouble is seldom at the seat of the Dain ; 
on the contrary, in accordance with a certain 
law of nervous action—that if a sensory nerve 
(one by which sensation is conducted from 
the periphery to the brain) be irritated in any 

art of its course, the pain, instead of being 
elt at the immediate —— of irritation, is 
referred to the point where the nerve termi- 
natés in the skin or muscles—the pain is felt at 
a point distant from the lesion through which 
the nerve passes and from which it receives 
the impression, giving rise to that sensation. 
Thus, a tumor pressing upon the nerve in any 
part of its course will give rise to apparently 
neuralgic pains at the area to which the nerve 
is distributed, thereby misleading the care. 
less observer as to the cause of the trouble, 
Or the pain caused by 

A CARIOUS TOOTH

to the complaint; probably one of those 
ubiquitous personages whose own children 
have had exactiy the same thing’’ pro- 
nounces the trouble intercostal neuralgia, a 
disease with which the generality of — 15 
consider themselves familiar, and the child is 
dosed accordingly, perhaps with quinine, but 
too often withone of the — reparations 
recommended by the self-constituted doctor 
or doctress; mustard plasters, capsicum 
plasters, porous plasters and various 
other adhesive irritants are probably 
applied, but to no p : the 
little suflerer from being a happy, 
joyous child, becomes peevish, fretful, irri- 
table and loth to engage in play withjhis com- 
panions; he begins to complain after awhile 
that bis ‘‘back’’ hurts him, and finally he is 
taken to a physician and the fearful truth is 
reveaied in the doctor’s answer to the inevi‘ 
table question as to the nature of the trouble: 
Madam, your child has disease of the spine. 
Had you consulted me in the beginning, the 
trouble could have been easily averted; as it 
is, your child is doomed to long years of suf- 
fering as well as to lasting deformity.’’ And 
this, even if the child recovers his health 
at all, which is a matter of ave 
doubt. It may be that the first indication of 
incipient joint disease will be the occurrence 
of paroxysmal pains referred to some distant 
part; pain in the chest as in the trouble just 
noted; in the back of the head from disease ef 
that portion ofthe spinal column which sup- 
ports the neck and bead, or pain on the inner 
sideofthe kneefrom incipient hip joint dis- 
ease. Ifthese troubles are not recognized in 
their incipien and the proper treatment 
immediately adopted, in all casesthe result 
will be the same—either 


FEARS OF SUFFERING 
the patient being constantly confined in the 
apperatus best suited to the case; permanent 
deformity or death. 

As one of the minor results of an error of 
this nature may be mentioned the loss by 
extraction of asound, serviceable tooth by 
reason of its supposed causative connection 
with the neuralgic trouble. It is not sufficient, 
as it is thought to be by many, to demonstrate 
a relationship if there should bea mere ten- 
derness or soreness upon striking or tapping 
the suspected tooth; if that useful instrument 
is the cause of the neuralgic affec- 
tion, any concussion would elicit 
a severe paroxysm of pain along the 
whole course of the affected nerve. 
Rheumatism may be mistaken for neuraigia, 
or vice versa, and the error will be productive, 
if not of actual damage to the health, of a pro- 
longation of the sufferings of the patient until 
the real nature of the trouble is ascertained 
and the requisite remedial measures adopted. 
Iregard the foregoing instances, which are 
but a few of many with which every physician 
is familiar, asa sufficient warning to those 
who would endeavor to treat themselves or 
their friends without being absolutely certain 
as to the exact nature of thetrouble. Even 
though that certainty exists tnere is but little 
to say of any medicinal remedy for the relief 
of the pain or the permanent cure of the 
disease that can be judiciously placed in the 
hands of those unskilled in the usage of drugs. 

The utmost that can be acaomplished by the 
suffere: himself is to combat any possible con- 
stitutional cause that may have given rise to 
the trouble. Ifthe general health is appar- 
ently what it should be with the exception of 
this trouble it would be well to investigate the 
surroundings of the patient. It he live in a 
malarious district itis highly probable that 
others of his family and of his friends are suf- 
fering either from neuralgia or from the well- 
known periodic attacks from whichthe name 
intermittent fever is derived, and it is likely 
in this case that the neuralgic pains will be ac- 
companied by more or less of the characteris- 
tic febrile disturbance. Sewer gas might give 
rise to a similar set of symptoms. If the 
patient isin the habit of using any form of 
cosmetic, salve, or hair dye, with the compo- 
sition of which he or she is not perfectiy 
familiar, it would be well to suspect the 
possible connection between these things and 
the neuralgia and to act accordingly. utri- 
tious food should be taken freely, and stimu- 
lants avoided; the habits of exercise should be 
carried out with regularity; suitable clothing 
should be adopted for each season of the year. 
If ex ure to cold has been the evident cause 
of the attack, it will be but rational to use 
those methods which are opposed to cold, and 
in these cases a warm foot bath and a little 
hot toddy or hot lemonade taken at bedtime 
will often be found to act like a charm. Ap-

must be varied to suit the taste of the patient. 
In one case hot fomentations would accom. 
piish all possible good, while in another cage 
heat could not de borne, but in 
stead cold compresses would be agreéabie. 
As regards drugs for the alleviation of 
suffering, I cau only say that if they are used 
at all—and many cases are intractable and 
will not yield to the ordinary methods of 
treatment—they should be used only by di- 
rection of the physician and under his im. 
mediate supervision, for their adoption dy 
those unfamiliar with their action is a practice 
that cannot be too severely condemned, and 
one which has many times been the startin 
point toward the inevitable fate

They are, in all respects, fac simileg 
of stones that e mark the ruung 
places of some of Wasbington's ancesorg 
in the parish church of Brington (pronomy 
Brighton), England, even to being taken 
from the very quarry where the originajy 
were ade more than two hundred sears 
ago. 

The larger stone is a memorial of La wrenee 
Washington, the father of John, who emi. 
grated to America in 1657, and became the 
great grandfather of George Washington. It 
is a slab of bluish gray sandstone, five feet 
and nine inches long, and two feet seven 
inches broad. The inscription reads:

The Washington arms consist, it will be re- 
membered,of stars and stripes, and are thought 
by some to have suggested the design for our 
National flag. 

The second slab of the same hlue- gray stone 
marks the burial place of Robert Washington 
and Elizabeth his wife. Robert was a brother 
of Lawrence, and uncle to John the emigrant, 
This stone is 3 feet 5 inches long, and 2 feet 8 
inches broad, and bears an inscription, on a 
small brass plate set into the stone, as 
follows:

SAYS MR. SUMMER: * 

**The parish of Brington is between seve 
and eight milesfrom the town of Northamp- 
ton, not far from the center of land. Itis 
written in the Domesday Book ‘Brinintone’ 
and also ‘Brintope.’ It contains about 2.210 
acres, of which about 1,490 acres belong to 
Earl Spencer, about 326 acres to the rector in 
right of the chureh, and about 130 acres to 
other persons. ‘The soil is in general a dark- 
colored ioam, with a small trace of clay 
towards the north. Nearly foar-fifths of the 
whole is pasture and feeding land. 

In the village still stands the house, said 
to have been occupied by the Washingtons 
when theemigrant brother left them. You 
will see a vignette dfit on the title page of 
the (then) recent English work, entitled ‘‘The 
Washingtons.’’ Over the door are carved the 
words, ‘The Lord Giveth; the Lord Taketh 
Away. Blessed be the Name of the Lord;’ 
while the parish register gives a pathetic com- 

y showing that in 
when this house was builtachild had deen 
born, and another bad died in this family. 

The church, originally dedicated to the 
Virgin, stands at the northeast angle of the 
village, and co of an embattied. towet 
with five bells, a nave, north and south alsles, 
a chancel, a chapel and a modern porch. The 
tower is flanked by buttresses of two stages. 
The present fabric 2 back in its origin to 
the ginning of the fourteenth century, 
nearly two hundred years before the discovery 
of America. Thec cel and chapel, where 
repose the Spencers and Lawrence Washbing- 
ton (the memorial rr the grave of 
Robert is in one of alles of 
the nave) were restored by Sir 
John Spencer, the purchaser of the estate, 
at the beginning ofthe sixteenth century. 
They afford one of the latest imens of the 
Tudor style of architecture, church is 
beautifully situated on the summit of the 
highest ground of Brington, and is surrounded 
by a stone- wall flanked on the inside by trees. 
Dibdin says that a more complete picture of a 
country church-yard is rarely seen. A well- 
trimmed walk encircies the whole of the in- 
terior, while the fine Gothic windows at the
